Parallax intended to remake 
the universe, but was defeated by a combined force 
of all the heroes in the DC Universe. He was caught 
in an explosion triggered by Kyle that destroyed the 
Guardians’ home planet of Oa. It is unknown if 
Parallax is still alive.
